determined to be desi r able to chang e th e third value of the second s e tting item in 
accordance with th e second value of the first setting item, foi printing the user , and adapted 
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to, when the set value of the first setting item displayed m th e setting window is changed 
into the second value from the first value determined by said determination unit that the 
change instruction by the user is required , change the set value of the second setting item 
displayed in the setting window into the fourth value from the third value in response to a 
change instruction made by the us e r if determined to be desirable to change the third value 
of the second setting item in accordanc e with the second value of the first s e tting item, for 
printing user .

(Previously presented) An information processing apparatus 
according to claim 59, wherein said changing unit displays an operation window for the 
change instruction made by the user and changes the second setting item displayed in the 
setting window into the fourth value from the third value if determined that the user makes 
the change instruction to change the value of the second setting item. 

62. (Previously presented) An information processing apparatus 
according to claim 61, wherein said changing unit does not change the third value of the 
second setting item for printing displayed in the setting window if not determined that the 
user makes the change instruction to change the value of the second setting item.

64. (Previously presented) An information processing apparatus 
according to claim 59, wherein the first setting item and the second setting item include a 
setting of the printing device. 



65. (Previously presented) An information processing apparatus 
according to claim 59, wherein the first setting item includes a setting for a medium and 
the second setting item includes a setting for a printing method. 



66. (Currently amended) A setting method for printing, comprising: 

a displaying step of displaying a setting window including a set value of a 
first setting item for printing and a set value of a second setting item for printing; and 

a determination step adapted to, when the set value of the first setting item 
displayed in the setting window is changed into a second value from a first value, 
determine whether or not a change instruction by a user is required if desirable to change a 
third value of the second setting item for printing, displayed in the setting window, in 
association with the change into the second value; and 

a changing step of adapted to , when the set value of the fi r st s e tting item 
displayed in the setting window is changed into a second value f rom a first value 
determined in said determination step that the change instruction by the user is not 
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required , changing change the set value of the second setting item displayed in the setting 
window into a fourth value from a the third value without a change instruction decision 
made by a user if determined to be desirable to change the third value of th e second setting 
item in accordanc e with the second value of the first setting item, for printing user, and 
adapted to . when the set value of the first setting item displayed in the setting window is 
changed into the second value from the first valu e determined in said determination step 
that the change instruction by the user is required , changing change the set value of the 
second setting item displayed in the setting window into the fourth value from the third 
value in response to a change instruction made by a us e r if determin e d to be desirable to 
change the third value of the second setting item in accordance with the second value of the 
first setting item, for p r inting the user .

(Previously presented) A method according to claim 66, wherein the 
first setting item includes a setting for a medium and the second setting item includes a 
setting for a printing method. 

72. (Currently amended) A computer program product comprising a 
computer readable medium having computer program code for a method of setting for 
printing, said product comprising: 

displaying process code for displaying a setting window including a set 
value of a first setting item for printing and a set value of a second setting item for printing; 
and 

determining process code adapted to, when the set value of the first setting 
item displayed in the setting window is changed into a second value from a first value, 
determine whether or not a change instruction by a user is required if desirable to change a 
third value of the second setting item for printing, displayed in the setting window, in 
association with the change into the second value: and 



changing process code for adapted to , when the set value of th e first setting 
item displayed in the setting window is changed into a second value from a fi r st value 
determined in said determining process code that the change instruction by the user is not 
required , changing change the set value of the second setting item displayed in the setting 
window into a fourth value from a the third value without a change instruction decision 
made by a user if determined to b e desirabl e to change the third valu e of the s e cond s e tting 
item in accordance with the second valu e of the first setting it e m, for printing user , and 
adapted to . when the set value of the first setting item displayed in the setting window is 
chang e d into the second value from the first value determined in said determining process 
code that the change instruction by the user is required , changing change the set value of 
the second setting item display e d in the setting window into the fourth value from the third 
value in response to a change instruction made by a use r if determined to b e d e sirable to 
change the third value of the second setting item in accordance with the second value of the 
first s e tting item, for printing user .

76. (Previously presented) A computer program product according to 
claim 72, wherein the first setting item and the second setting item include a setting of the 
printing device. 

77. (Previously presented) A computer program product according to 
claim 72, wherein the first setting item includes a setting for a medium and the second 
setting item includes a setting for a printing method. 

78. (Previously presented) A computer program product according to 
claim 72, wherein, if determined that the change instruction by the user is required, the set 
value of the second setting item is changed without the change instruction in said changing 
process code, otherwise the set value of the second setting item is changed in response to 
the change instruction by the user in said changing process code. 



79. (Previously presented) An information processing apparatus 
according to claim 59, wherein, if the change instruction by the user is required, said 
changing unit changes the set value of the second setting item without the change 



instruction, otherwise said changing unit changes the set value of the second setting item in 
response to the change instruction by the user. 

80. (Previously presented) A method according to claim 66, wherein, if 
determined that the change instruction by the user is required, the set value of the second 
setting item is changed without the change instruction in said changing step, otherwise the 
set value of the second setting item is changed in response to the change instruction by the 
user in said changing step.

value if a change instruction is made by a user. 

82. (New) An information processing apparatus connected with a 
printing device, comprising: 

a display unit adapted to display a setting window including a set value of a 
first setting item for printing and a set value of a second setting item for printing; and 

a changing unit adapted to, when the set value of the first setting item 
displayed in the setting window is changed into a second value from a first value, not 
change a third value of the second setting item, displayed in the setting window for 
printing, if determined to not be required to change the third value of the second setting 
item in association with the changed second value of the first setting item, adapted to, 
when the set value of the first setting item displayed in the setting window is changed into 
the second value from the first value, change the set value of the second setting item 
displayed in the setting window into the fourth value from the third value without a change 
instruction made by a user if determined to be desirable to change the third value of the 
second setting item in association with the second value of the first setting item, for 
printing, and adapted to, when the set value of the first setting item displayed in the setting 
window is changed into the second value from the first value, change the set value of the

a display step adapted to display a setting window including a set value of a

value, display a display window in which the user is allowed to instruct whether or not the 
third value of the second setting item is to be changed, and then change the set value of the 
second setting item displayed in the setting window into the fourth value from the third 
value if a change instruction is made by a user. 

84. (New) A setting method for printing, comprising: 

a display step adapted to display a setting window including a set value of a 
first setting item for printing and a set value of a second setting item for printing; and 



a changing step adapted to, when the set value of the first setting item 
displayed in the setting window is changed into a second value from a first value, not 
change a third value of the second setting item, displayed in the setting window for

85. (New) A computer program product comprising a computer 
readable medium having computer program code for a method of setting for printing, said 
product comprising:

changing process code adapted to, when the set value of the first setting 
item displayed in the setting window is changed into a second value from a first value, 
change the set value of the second setting item displayed in the setting window into a 
fourth value from a third value without a change instruction made by a user if determined 
to be desirable to change the third value of the second setting item in association with the 
second value of the first setting item, for printing, and adapted to, when the set value of the 
first setting item displayed in the setting window is changed into the second value from the 
first value, display a display window in which the user is allowed to instruct whether or not 
the third value of the second setting item is to be changed, and then change the set value of 
the second setting item displayed in the setting window into the fourth value from the third 
value if a change instruction is made by a user. 

86. (New) A computer program product comprising a computer 
readable medium having computer program code for a method of setting for printing, said 
product comprising: 

displaying process code adapted to display a setting window including a set 
value of a first setting item for printing and a set value of a second setting item for printing; 
and 
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changing process code adapted to, when the set value of the first setting 
item displayed in the setting window is changed into a second value from a first value, not 
change a third value of the second setting item, displayed in the setting window for 
printing, if determined to not be required to change the third value of the second setting 
item in association with the changed second value of the first setting item, adapted to, 
when the set value of the first setting item displayed in the setting window is changed into
